The number of new cases of in-, 
fluenza for the 24 hours ending at 
ll a. m. today was 812. There were 
S870 new cases reported vesterday. 
Both days showed a marked decrease 
in the number on Saturday, when 


there were 1159 new cases. 

Of the new cases tabulated today. 
381 were among children. The total 
number of cases since the beginning 
of the emergency now is 22,363. 

There were 17 deaths from influ- 
enza yesterday and 10 from pneu- 
monia, making the totals 1132 from 
influenza and 531 from pneumonia. 

“It is encouraging to note that the 
death rate still is tow,” Assistant 
Health Commissioner Jordan said. 
“Reports from inspectors who rode 
street cars Saturday afternoen and 
Sunday indicate that the United Rail- 
ways and its car crews are endeavor- 
ing to live up to the rule compelling 
them to keep open ventilators and 
confine the number of possengers on 
each car to 20 in excess of the car's 
seating capacity.”

sailors, ever proved themselves 
more quickly ready for the test 
of battle or acquitted themselves 
with more splendid courage and 
achievement when put to the test. 
Those of us who played some part 
in directing the great processes by 
which the war was pushed irre- 
sistibly forward to the final tri- 
umph may now forget all that 
and delight our thoughts with the 
story of what our men did. Their 
officers understood the grim and 
exacting task they had undertaken 


and performed with audacity, ef- 


ficiency and unhesitating courage 
that touch the story of convoy and 
battle with imperishable distinc- 
tion at every turn, whether the en- 
terprise were great or small—from 
their chiefs, Pershing and Sims, 
down to the youngest Lieutenant; 
and their men were worthy of 
them—such men as hardly need 
to be commanded, and go to their 
terrible adventure blithely and 
with the quick intelligence of those 
who know just what it is they 
would accomplish. I am proud to 
be the fellow-countryman of men 
of such stuff and valor. 

Those of us who stayed at home 
did our duty; the war could not 
have been won or the gallant men 
who fought it given their oppor- 
tunity to win it otherwise; but for 
many a long day we shall think 


utter self-sacrifice alike in what 
they did and in what they gave? 
Their contribution to the great re- 
sult is beyond appraisal. They have 
added a new luster to the annals of 
American womanhood. 


The least tribute we can pay 
them is to make them the equals 
of men in political rights as they 
have proved themselves their 
equals in every field of practical 
work they have entered, whether 
for themselves or for their coun- 
try. These great days of com- 
pleted achievement would be sad- 
ly marred were we to omit that 
act of justice. Besides the im- 
mense practical services they have 
rendered, the women of the coun- 
try have been the moving spirits 
in the systematic economies by 
which our people have voluntar- 
ily assisted to supply the suffer- 
ing peoples of the world and the 
armies upon every front with food 
and everything else that we had- 
that might serve the common 
cause. The details of such a story 
can never be fully written, but we 
carry them at our hearts and 
thank God that we can say that 
we are the kinsmen of such. 

And now we are sure of the 
great triumph for which every 
sacrifice was made. It has come, 
come in its completeness, and 
with the pride and inspiration of 
these days of achievement quick 
within us we turn to the tasks of 
peace again—a peace secure 
against the violence of irresponsi- 
ble monarchs and ambitious mili- 
tary coteries and made ready for’ 
a new order, for new foundations 
of justice and fair dealing. 

We are about to give order and 
organization to this peace, not only 
for ourselves, but for the other 
peoples of the world as well, so far 
as they will suffer us to serve 
them. It is international justice 
that we seek, not domestic safety 


and make of us one team in the 
accomplishment of a great task. 
But the moment we knew, the ar- 
mistice to have been signed we 
took the harness off. 

Raw materials upon which the 
Government had kept its hand for 
fear there should not be enough 
for the industries that supplies the 
armies have been released and put 
into the general market again. 
Great industrial plants whose 
whole output and machinery had 
been taken over for the uses of the 
Government have been set free to 
return to the uses to which they 
were put before the war. It has 
not been possible to remove so 
readily or so quickly the control 
of foodstuffs and of shipping, be- 
cause the world has still to be fed 
from our granaries and the ships 
are still needed to send supplies to 
our men overseas and to bring the 
men back as fast as the disturbed 
conditions on the other side of the 
water permit; but even there re- 
straints are being relaxed as much 
as possible and more and more as 
the weeks go by. 

Never before have there been 
agencies in existence in this coun- 
try which knew so much of the 
field of supply, of labor, and of 
industry as the War Industries 
Board, the War Trade Board, the 
Labor. Department, the Food Ad- 
ministration and the Fuel Admin- 
istration have known since their 
labors became thoroughly system- 
atized; and they have not been 
isolated agencies; they have been 
directed by men who represented | 
the permanent departments of the 
Government and so have been the 
centers of unified and co-operative 
action.

WILSON’S ADDRESS 
TO CONGRESS TODAY 


Continued From Page One. 


any inquiry that may be institut- 
‘ed and any aid that may be of- 
fered. It will net be easy to direct 
it any better than it will direct it- 
self. The American business man 
is of quick initiative. 

The ordinary and normal proc- 
esses of private initiative will not, 
however, provide immediate em- 
ployment for all of the men of our 
returning armies. Those who are 
of trained capacity, those who are 
skilled workmen, those who have 
acquired familiarity with estab- 
lished businesses, those who are 
ready and willing to go to the 
farms, all those whose aptitudes 
are known or will be sought out 
by employers will find no difficul- 
ty, it is safe to say, in finding 
places and employmeht. But there 
will be othefs who will be at a 
loss where to gain a livelihood un- 
less pains are taken to guide them 
and put them in the way of work. 
There will be a large floating 
residuum of labor which’ should 
not be left wholly to shift for it- 
self. It seems to me important, 
therefore, that the development of 
public works of every sort should 
be resumed, in order that oppor- 
tunities should be created for un- 
skilled labor in particular, and 
that plans should be made for such 
development of our unused lands 
and our natural resources as we 
have hitherto lacked stimulation to 
undertake. 

I particularly direct your at- 
tention to the very practical plans 
which the Secretary of the Ihfte- 
rior has developed in his annual 
report and before your commit- 
tees for the reclamation of arid, 
swamp and cutover lands which 
might, if the states were willing 
and able to co-operate, redeem 
some 300,000,000 acres of land for 
cultivation. There are said to be 
15,000,000 or 20,000,000 acres of 
land in the West, at present arid, 
for whose reclamation water is 
available, if properly conserved. 
There are about 230,000,000 acres 
from which the forests have been 
cut, but which have never yet 
been cleared for the plow and 
which lie waste and desolate. These 
lie scattered all over the Union. 
And there are nearly 80,000,000 
acres that lie under swamps 
or subject to periodical overflow 
or too wet for anything but graz- 
ing, which it is perfectly feasible 
to drain and protect and redeem. 
The Congress can at once direct 
thousands of the 
diers to the reclamation of the 
arid lands which it has already un- 
dertaken, if it will but enlarge the 
plans and the appropriations 
which it has entrusted to the De- 
partment of the Interior. 

It is possible in dealing with our 
unused land to effect a great rural! 
and agricultural development 
which will afford the best sort of 
opportunity to men who want to 
help themselves; and the Secre- 
tary of the Interior has thought 
the possible methods out in a way 
which is worthy of your most 
friendly attention. 

I have spoken of the _ control 
which must yet for a while, per- 
haps for a long while, be exercised 
over shipping, because of the pri- 
ority ef service to which our forces 
overseas are entitled 
should also be accorded the ship- 
ments which are to save recently 
liberated peoples fram starvation 
and many devastated regions from 
permanent ruin. May I not say a 
special word about the needs of 
Belgium and Northern France? 
No sums of money paid by way of 
indemnity will serve of themselves 
to save them from hopeless dis- 
advantage for years to come. 
Something more must be done than 
merely find the money. If they 
had money and raw materials in 
abundance tomorrow, they could 
not resume their place in the in- 
dustry of the world tomorrow— 
the very important place they held 
before the flame of war swept 
across them. Many of their fac- 
tories are razed to the ground. 
Much of their machinery is de- 
stroyed or has been taken away. 

Their people are scattered and 
many of their best workmen are 
dead. Their markets will be taken 
by others, if they are not in some 
special way assisted to rebuild 
their factory and replace their 
lost instruments of manufacture. 
They should not be left to the vi- 
cissitudes of the sharp competition 
for materials and for industrial fa- 
cilities which is now to set in. 

I hope, therefore, that the Con- 
gress will not be unwilling, if it 
should become necessary to grant 
to some such agency as the War 
Trade Board the right to establish 
priorities of export and supply for 
the benefit of these people whom 
we have been so happy to assist 
in saving from the German terror 
and whom we must not now 
thoughtlessly leave to shift for 
themselves in .a pitiless competi- 
tive market. 

For the steadying and facilita- 
tion of our own domestic business 
readjustments nothing is n.ore im- 
portant than the immediate deter- 
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mination of the taxes that are to 
be levied for 1918, 1919 and 1920. 
As much of the burden of taxatien 
must be lifted from business as 
sound methods of financing the 
Government will permit, and those 
who conduct the great essential in- 
dustries of the country must be 
told so exactly. 

Must be told as exactly as pos- 
sible what obligations to the Gov- 
ernment they will be expected to 
meet in the years immediately 
ahead of them. It will be of seri- 
ous consequence to the country to 
delay removing all uncertainties 
in this matter a single day longer 
than the right processes of debate 
justify. It is idle to talk of suc- 
cessful and confident business re- 
construction before those uncer- 
tainties are resolved 

If the war had continued it 
would have been necessary to raise 
at least $8,000,000,000 by taxa- 
tion payable in the year 1919, but 
the war has ended and I agree 
with the Secretary of the Treasury 
that it will be safe to reduce the 
amount to $6,000,000,000. An im- 
mediate rapid decline in the ex- 
penses of the Government is not 
to be looked for. Contracts for 
war supplies will, indeed, be rap- 
ily canceled and liquidated, but 
their immediate liquidation will 
make heavy drains on the treas- 
ury for the months just ahead of 
us. 

The maintenance of our forces 
on the other side of the sea is still 
necessary. A considerable pro- 
portion of those forces must re- 
main in Europe during the period 
of occupation, and those which are 
brought home will be transported 
and demobilized at heavy expense 
for months to come. The interest 
on our war debt must of course be 
paid and provision made for the 
retirement of the obligations of 
the Government which represent 
it. But these demands will of 
course fall much below what a 
continuation of military operations 
would have entailed and six bil- 
lions would suffice to supply a 
sound foundation for the financial 
operations of the year. 

I entirely concur with the Secre- 
tary of the Treasury in recom- 
mending that the $2,000,000,000 
needed in addition to the $4,000,- 
000,000 provided by existing law 
be obtained from the profits which 
have accrued and _ £ =shall accrue 
from war contracts and _  distinc- 
tively war business, but that 
these taxes be confined to 
the war profits accruing 
in 1918, or in 1919, from business 
originating in war contracts. I 
urge your acceptance of his rec- 
ommendation that provision be 
made now, not subsequently that 
the taxes to be paid in 1920 should 
be reduced from $6,000,000,000 to 
$4,000,000,000. Any arrange- 
ments less definite than these 
would add elements of doubt and 
confusion to the critical period of 
industrial readjustment through 
which the country must now im- 
mediately pass, and which no true 
friend of the nation’s essential 
business interests can afford 
to be responsible for creat- 
ing or prolonging. Clearly 
determined conditions, clearly and 
simply charted, are indispensable 
to the economic revival and rapid 
industrial development which may 
confidently be expected if we act 
now and sweep all interrogation 
points away. 

I take it for granted that the 
Congress will carry out the naval 
program which was undertaken 
before we entered the war. The 
Secretary of the Navy has sub- 
mitted to your committees for 
authorization that part of the pro- 
gram which covers the building 
plans for the next three 
These plans have been prepared 
along the lines and in accordance 
with the policy which the Congress 
established, not under the excep- 
tional conditions of the war, but 
with the intention of adhering to 
a definite method of development 
for the navy. I earnestly recom- 
mend the uninterrupted pursuit of 
that policy. It would clearly be 

unwise for us to attempt to ad- 
just our programs to a future 
world policy as yet undetermined. 

The question which causes the 
greatest concern is the question of 
the policy to be adopted towards 
the railroads. I frgmkly turn to 
you for counsel upon it. I have 
no confident judgment of my own. 
I do not see how any thoughtful 
man can have who knows any- 
thing of the complexity of the 
problem. It is a problem which 
must be studied, studied immedl- 
ately and studied without bias or 
prejudice. Nothing can be gained 
by becoming partisans of any par- 
ticular plan of settlement. 

It was necessary that the admin- 
istration of the railways should be 
taken over by the Government so 
long as the war lasted. It would 
have been impossible otherwise to 
establish and carry through under 
a single direction the necessary 
priorities of shipments. It would 
have been impossible otherwise to 
combine maximum production of 
the factories and mines and farms 
with the maximum possible car 
supply to take the products to the 
ports and markets; impossible to 
route troop shipments and freight 
shipments without regard to the 
advantage or disadvantage of the 
roads employed; impossible to sub- 
ordinate, when necessary, all ques- 
tions of convenience to the public 
necessity; Impossible to give the 
necessary financial support to the 
roads from the public Treasury. 
But all these necessities have now 
been served, and the question is, 
what is best for the railroads and 
for the public in the future. 

Exceptional circumstances and 
exceptional methods of adminis- 
tration were not needed te cun- 
vince us that the railroads were 
not equal to the immense tasks of 
transportation imposed upon them 
by the rapid and continuous de- 
‘velopment of the industries of the 
country. We knew that already. 
And we knew that they were un- 
equal to be partly because their 
full co-- peration was rendered im- 
possible by law and thelr compe- 
tition made obligatory, so that it 
has been impossible to assign to 
them severally which 


could best be carried by their 
respective lines in the interest of 
expedition and national economy. 

We may hope, I believe, for the 
formal conclusion of the war by 
treaty by the time spring has 
come. The 21 months to which 
the present control of the railways 
is limited after formal proclama- 
tion of peace shall have been made 
will run at the farthest, I take it 
for granted, only to the January 
of 1921. The full equipment of 
the railways which the Federal 


administration had planned could 


not be completed within any such 
period. The present law does not 
permit the use of the revenues of 
the several roads for the execution 
of such plans except by formal 
contract with their directors, 
some of whom will consent, while 
some will not, and therefore does 
not afford sufficient authority to 
undertake improvements upon the 
scale upon which it would be 
necessary to undertake them. Ev- 
ery approach to this difficult sub- 
ject-matter of decision brings us 
face to face, therefore, with this 
unanswered question: What is 
right that we should do with the 
railroads, in the interest of the 
public and in fairness to their 
owners? 

Let me say at once that I have 
no answer ready. The only thing 
that is perfectly clear to me is that 
it is not fair either to the public or 
to the owners of the railroads to 
leave the question unanswered and 
that it will presently become my 
duty to relinquish control of the 
roads, even before the expiration 
of the statutory period, unless 
there should appear some clear 
prospect in the meantime of a 
legislative solution. Their release 
would at least produce one ele- 
ment of a solution, namely, cer- 
tainty and a quick. stimulation of 
private initiative. 


I believe that it will be service- 
able for me to set forth as explicit- 
ly as possible the alternative 
courses that lie open to our choice. 
We can simply release the roads 
and go back to the old conditions 
of private management, unrestrict- 
ed competition and multiform reg- 
ulation by both state and Federal 
authorities; or we can go to the 
opposite extreme and _ establish 
complete Government control, ac- 
companied, if necessary, by actual 
Government ownership; or we can 
adopt an intermediate course of 
modified private control, under a 
more unified and affirmative pub- 
lic regulation and under such al- 
terations of the law as will per- 
mit wasteful competition to be 
avoided and a considerable degree 
of unification of administration to 
be effected, as, for. example, by 
regional corporations under which 
the railways of definable areas 
would be in effect combined in 
single systems. 

The one conclusion that I am 
ready to state with confidence is 
that it would be a disservice alike 
to the country and to the owners 
of the railroads to return to the 
old conditions unmodified. Those 
are conditions of restraint with- 
out development. There is nothing 
affirmative or helpful about them. 
What the country chiefly needs is 
that all its means of transporta- 
tion should be developed, its rail- 
ways, its waterways, its highways, 
and its countryside roads. Some 
new element of policy, therefore, is 
absolutely necessary—necessary 
for the service of the public, neces- 
sary for the release of credit to 
those who are administering the 


‘of January last, as the 


railways, necessary for the protec- 
tion of their security holders. The 
old policy may be changed much 
or little, but surely it cannot wise- 
ly be left as it was. I hope that the 
Congress will have a complete and 

partial study of the whole prob- 
lem instituted at once and prose- 
cuted as rapidly as possible. I 
stand ready and anxious to release 
the roads from the present control 
and must do so at a very early date 
if by waiting until the statutory 
limit of time is reached I shall be 
merely prolonging the period of 
doubt and uncertainty which is 
hurtful to every interest concerned. 

I welcome this occasion to an-

I 
realize the great inconveniences 
that will attend my leaving the 
country, particularly at this time, 
but the conclusion that it was my 
paramount duty to go has been 
forced upon me by considerations 
which I hope will seem as conclu- 
sive to you as they have seemed to 
me. 

The allied Governments have ac- 
cepted the bases of peace which I 
, outlined to the Congress on the 8th 
Central 
Empires also have, and very rea- 
sonably desire my personal counsel 
in their interpretation and appli- 
cation, and it is highly desirable 
that I should give it in order «hat 
the sincere desire of our Govern- 
ment to contribute without selfish 
purpose of any kind to settlemants 
that will be of common benefit to 
all nations concerned may be made 
fully manifest. The peace settle- 
ments which are now to be agreed 
upon are of transcendant import- 
ance both to us and to the rest of 
the world, and I know of no busi- 
hess or interest which should take 
precedence over them. . 

The gallant men of our armed 
forces on land and sea have con- 
sciously fought for the ideals 
which they knew to be the ideals 
of their country: I have sought 
to express those ideals; they have 
accepted my statements of them 
as the substance of their own 
thought and purpose, as the as- 
sociated Governments have -ac- 
cepted them; I owe it to them to 
see to it, so far as in me lies, that 
no false or mistaken interpreta- 
tion is put upon them, and no pos- 
sible effort omitted to realize 
them. It is now my duty to play 
my full part In making good what 
they offered their life’s blood to 
obtain. I can think of no call to 
service which could transcend 
this. 

I shall be in close touch with 
you and with affairs on this side 
the water, and you will know all 
that I do. At my request, the 
French and English Governments 
have absolutely removed the cen- 
sorship of cable news which until 
within a fortnight they had main- 
tained and there is now no censor- 
ship whatever exercised at this end 
except upon attempted trade com- 
munications with emy ocuntries, 
It has been nec ry to keep an 
open wire constantly available be- 
tween Paris and the Department 
of State and another between 
France and the Department of 
War. 

In order that this might be done 
with the least possible interfer- 
ence with the other uses of the 
cables, I have temporarily taken

the Congress, that in the 
tasks I shall have to perform 
the other side of the sea, in 
efforts truly and faithfully to 
terpret the principles and pur- _ 
poses of the country we love, I 
may have the encouragement and 
the added strength of your united 
support?

This ts 41 per cent of the total 
mumber to be listed, which, by the 
revised announcement made Satur- 
day, is approximately 264,886. About 
75 per cent of the entire number of 
deaths has been listed, this total be- 
ing 56,478 by the revised figures.

FOUR U. S. SOLDIERS 


Wreck Stores at Esch for Over- 
charging Americans and Do 
About $1,000,000 Damage. 

By the Associated Press. 

WITH THE AMERICAN ARMY 
OF OCCUPATION, Sunday, Dec. 1. 
—Four American soldiers dispersed 
a@mob of thousands at Esch, after 
it had wrecked 28 shops in revenge 
for the overcharging of Americans. 
‘Most of these establishments were 
conducted by Germans. The loss is 
em@imated at between 4,000,000 
($800,000) and 7,000,000 francs. 

The trouble began when a soldier 
was charged two francs for a cake 
of chocolate and the same amount 
for an apple. The Luxemburgers, 
who long have  ~protested against 
high prices, resented the overcharg- 
ing of their “‘deliverers.” They en- 
tered the shop, destroying its con- 
tents. 

Someone raised the cry to wipe 
out.all German establishments and 
the mob s00n grew to thousands, 
who began systematic destruction. 

A department store owned by a 
Hollander was wrecked and he re- 
ported his loss to his Government. 
He was the only foreigner, other 
than Germans, whose property was 
attacked. 

The anti-German spirit was su- 
perseded by ordinary mob enthusi- 
asm and the destruction finally was 
extended to the shops of Luxem- 
burgers themselves. 

Two American Lieutenants who 
arrived while the campaign of de- 
struction was at its height called 
upon four enlisted men to arm 
themselves with broken boards and 
disperse the crowd. The soldiers 
shouted to the excited men and 
women to go to their homes and 
they dispersed quickly, accepting 
the command without question.

RESERVE AGENT REPORTS WAR 
PLANTS ARE BEING REARRANGED 


Preparing for Bigger Activities in 
Other Lines, Says W. McMartin; 
Business Stimulated. 

Rearrangement of manufacturing 
Plants which have been engaged 
principally on war contracts and 
preparations for increased activities 
in other lines since the signing of the 
armistice is reported by William McC 


Martin, chairman of the Board and 
Federal Reserve Agent. Federal FPe- 
serve Bank in St. Louis, in his 
monthly statement for October, made 
public today. 

Early Christmas shopping and the 
removal of the influenza ban 
throughout the greater part of the 
St. Louis district are reported to have 
stimulated business. Bank deposits 
have been well maintained, and there 
has been a good demand for money, 
the bank rate to customers remaining 
at 6 per cent in the large cities, and 
somewhat higher in the country. 

Agricultural conditions are re- 
ported good. The estimated corn 
yield for the seven states of the dis- 
trict is 1,010,734,000 ushels, which 
is 247,952,000 bushels less than last 
year, but 37,158,000 more than the 
average for the previous five years. 
The estimated tobacco crop in Ken- 
tucky and Tennessee is 451,188,000 
pounds, which is 67,222,000 pounds 
less than last year, but 28,855,000 
pounds more than the average for 
the previous five years. 

The price index on all crops Nov. 
1 was 3.1 per cent higher than a 
year ago, and 97.3 per cent higher 
than the average for the previous 
five years.

BOLSHEVIKI,” SAYS HAUSCHILD 


German Consul-General to Russia, 
Back From Moscow Prison, De- 
nies Germans Instigated Terror.

BERLIN, via Copenhagen, Sun- 
day, Dec. 1.—In an interview, the 
German Consul-General of Russia, 
Hauschild, who has just returned 
from a Moscow prison, said: 

“It will not take much to finish 
the Bolsheviki in Russia. They 
thought our revolution in Germany 
was going to be Bolshevik, but when 
they found the German Government 
insisting upon my release, they real- 
ized that Germany was not. Bol- 
shevik. 

“We get much less out of Russia 
than you realize. We have been ac- 
cused of inducing the Bolsheviki to 
commence a reign of terror. That 
hurt me, because I had not found 
the terror until I was myself in dan- 


ger of becoming a victim. 


“The peasants are becoming a 
more serious menace to their power 
than the officers or Bourgeois. 

“When the Bolshevik government 
is overthrown, it is certain that, 
with the means at their disposal, 
they will go on with the propaganda 


‘for their ideals all over the world, 


with all their might.”

Democratic Monarchs, 
To the Editor wf the Post-Dispatch. 

Now that the world war is substantial- 
ly ended and peace conventions are in 
sight and the United States and our as- 
sociates in the war have triumphed and 
made ‘the world “safe for democracy,” 
it is not amiss to call attention to the 
' character of the government of some of 
our associates, inasmuch as many of our 
people have expressed misgivings there- 
to, in that it is not consistent for Govern- 
ments ruled by Kings to be fighting to 
make the world safe for democracy. We 
hear suth on all sides. The error and 
unsoundness of such apprehensions are 
manjfest when we look more directly into 
the Constitutions, laws and principles of 
these various Governments, excluding 
Russia, of cour 

Take, for st the English Govern- 


ment. In the thirteenth century the Con- 
stitution of England began to assume 
the shape that it has since retained. On 
the battlefield of Runnymede, June 15. 
1215, the English people forced from 
King John the Great Charter (Magna 
Charta), by which all the ancient rights 
and laws which he had broken were for- 
ever confirmed and Magna Charta has 
been the groundwork of English freedom 
and liberty, lighting the world ever since. 
Our own Bill of Rights is drawn largely 
from it, and Magna Charta and the Dec- 
laration of Independence are handmafas. 

We have observed from the pages of 
history that there have been Kings and 
Kings; their powers, however, have been 
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** DICTATORIAL BUREAUCRATIC RULE. 

It is amazing that the President and the War Indus- 
tries Board should refuse the urgent plea of our Cham- 
ber of Commerce to rescind or modify the ban on the 
brewing industry so that the brewing plants can con- 
tinue the manufacture of nonintoxicating beverages. It 
is a striking example of arbitrary and unreasonable ex- 
‘ercise of dictatorial war powers after the need of that 
| exercise has passed. It is an illustration of the tyranny 
of bureaucratic rule. 

We are not viewing the question of rescinding or mod- 
ifying the ban on the production of nonintoxicants by 
the brewing plants from the standpoint of any special 
interest. We are considering only the St. Louis indus- 
trial situation at this critical time of transition from 
war to peace industries, when the activity of every le- 
gitimate industry or commercial concern that can pro- 
ceed is imperative, in order that the problem of the con- 
tinued employment of great numbers of wage-earners 
and salaried men may be reduced to a minimum. With- 
out exaggerating, but minimizing the number of persons 
thrown out of employment by the complete cessation 
of the use of the brewing plants, the stoppage creates a 
bad industrial situation in St. Louis, one that is fraught 
with the possibilities of trouble and danger. 

The ban was originally placed as a war measure to 
conserve the food supply and to prevent a fuel shortage 
in essential war industries. 

There is no fuel shortage in St. Loulfs or In any region 
dependent upoh bituminous coal As a matter of fact, 
the great brewing plants use the screenings of the coal 
mines, the consumption of which is necessary to the 
production of other grades of coal. Mr. Garfield admits 
there is no shortage of bituminous fuel and is willing 
to lift the fuel ban. 

The continuation of the soft drink Industry in the 
brewing plants will not endanger the food supply be- 
cause they can continue for months with materials on 
hand without drawing upon the food supply. The order 
can be modified so that the food supply will be protected. 

In this connection we may say that America’s food 
supply is amp! and we ask pertinently why should any 
legitimate industry of the United States be stopped in 
order to supply Europe with grain to be made into beer 
and whisky for European consumption? 

The question of lifting the ban on the soft drink in- 
dustry in the brewing plants, as it has been lifted in 
other soft drink industries, does not touch the prohibi- 


tion question. It is in harmony with prohibition ends 
and with the best temperance sentiment. The lifting of 
the ban would enable the brewing plants not only to 
maintain activity and to keep their workers employed, but 
to shift to a permanent industry which would complete- 
ly cut all connection of the breweries with the saloons 
and the liquor interest. 

The war is over. Instead of stopping or checking in- 
dustry, the Government should encourage every form of 
legitimate enterprise. It should be a help, not a hin- 
drance, in readjustment to a peace basis and in revising 
all forms of peace industry. War bans should be lifted 
and the energies of the people freed for every channel 
of industrial activity. Not one business that can be 
run should be checked and not one man or woman un- 
necessarily deprived of employment. The people should 
be free to work out their salvation from war conditions.

Closing Session to Contain Nu- 
merous Investigations, Rev- 
enue Bill and Suffrage

WASHINGTON, Dec. 2.—Problems 
of peace and reconstruction promise 
to occupy fully the third and last ses- 
sion of the Sixty-fifth Congress, 
which opened today at noon to con- 
tinue until it ends by Jimitation on 
March 3. 

After a 10-day holiday following 
the long second war séssion, most of 
the members of both Senate and 
House were on hand today to start 
the work of the winter. 

Framing of the legislative program 
had been held in abeyance to await 
the address of President Wilson, an 
hour after the opening. This pro- 
gram must cover an extraordinary 
congestion of business, including the 
many annual appropriation measures, 
revenue legislation, investigation and 
miscellaneous bills. 

Retrenchment has begun in pre- 
liminary work on the annual esti- 
mates and approprtfation bills. Sec- 
retary Baker and Chkirman Baruch 
of the War Industries Board have 
been asked to appear before the 
House Appropriations Committee to 
discuss reduction in appropriation 
measures. 

Taxes and bonds are other sub- 
jects ahead. New bond issues are 
regarded as certain, but there now is 
doubt whether the pending revenue 
bill, revised by the Senate Finance 
Committee to impose $6,000,000,000 
of taxes next year and $4,000,000,000 
in 1920 will be enacted. 

The bill will be reported to the 
Senate this week, probably Thursday, 
with debate beginning the following 
Saturday or Monday. If passage of 
the bill is delayed, emergency legis- 
lation is planned so collection of 
taxes will not be delayed.

ZONE POSTAL SYSTEM JOLTED. 

The zone system’s handicap on the free circulation of 
public information has been modified by the Senate Fi- 
nance Committee, but modified in application, not in 
principle. The several zones, each with an increasing 
postal rate, according to distance from any given cen- 
ter, are reduced to two zones. One rate is to be charged 
to postoffices within 60 miles and a higher rate to 
offices beyond that distance. This, of course, will light- 
en the unjustifiable burden imposed on the readers of 
America, but does not go far enough. The United States 
is a nation, not a federation of zones, for postal purposes 
alone. a 

One country, one zone, one rate, expresses the prin- 
ciple on which the new postal schedules should be 
framed. 


BOOZE AND THE ‘‘FLU.’’ 

“Booze and the ‘influ’ beat me,” says J. W. Folk, ex- 
plaining at Washington how it all happened. However, 
in other states where election results have in some part 
been traced to influenza, it has been figured to affect 
the minority more than the majority party.

Accordingly, 
he spent a night in jail because of 50 cents—imprison- 
ment for debt, and a very dubious debt at that, in a 
State in which imprisonment for debt is prohibited.
